FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE FOR HEALTH CAREERS 



It is difficult to enumerate all the financial assistance 
resources for health careers education. Through the following 
material, it is hoped that you may be informecJ of some of the 
eouroes of information on financing health careers. We would 
like to extend our thanks to the Health Careers Council of 
Illinois for its assistance in preparing this information. Basi- 
cally, there are three types of sources of scholarships and loans 
for health careers. 

1. National aourcea for general financial assistance are 
frequently overlooked because they are not specifically 
labeled for health education, yet they constitute an ... 
enormous reservoir of help. We will mention a few. 

The Veterans Readjustment Benefits Act of l966 (Cold War 
GI Bill) provides educational opportunities for qualified 
servicemen and women now in civilian life, or on active 
duty in the armed forces. Contact your Veterans Adminis- 
tration office. 

The Junior GI Bill (Title 38 U.S. Code, Chap. 35) provides 
education opportunities for children of veterans who died 
or were permanently and totally disabled as a result oi' 
serving in the U.S. Armed Forces during the Spanish-American 
War, World War I or II, and the Korean War. Parent or 
guardian should contact Veterans Administration office. 

Social Security benefits are extended to children whose 
wage-earning parent is dead, totally disabled, or over 62 
and unemployed, while attending high school or college 
after reaching age 18 and up to age 22. Contact your local 
social ^security office. 

Other national programs incxude: the College Work-Study 
Program, a program of employment in which the student, 
particularly from a low-income family, is compensated or 
the number of hours he works for the institution or for 
an eligible off-campus agency; the National Defense 
Student Loan Program, a program of borrowing, primarily 
for needy students, in which the student has an obligation 
to repay his loan, with 3!? interest within a 10-year period 
following college attendance; the Educational Opportunity 
Act of 1964, a program of direct grants in which the student 
receives a non-obligating award of funds, based on excep- 
tional financial need and evidence of academic or creative 
promise; and the Guaranteed Loans Program, a program of 
borrowing, primarily for students from middle- or upper- 
income families — the student has an obligation to repay his 
loan with 355 (middle income) or 6% (upper income) interest.

The Health Professions Student Lean Program is a program 
of borrowing, specifically for students pursuing a degree 
of doctor of medicine, or dentistry or equivalent, or 
osteopathy, or optometry or equivalent, or podiatry, or 
pharmacy, or surgical chiropody, or a bachelor of science 
in pharmacy. Loans bear a 3% interest rate and are repay- 
able over a 10-year period which begins 3 years after 
completion or termination of study. Part of the loan 
may be cancelled for practicing in an area determined by 
State health authorities. (This type of loan makes you 
ineligible for a NDEA loan.) The Nursing Student Loan 
Program is a program of borrowing also, with interest 
ranging from 3% to H 1/2%. Fifty per cent of the total 
loan can be cancelled if you work as a nurse for the first 
five years after receiving your R.N. Both these programs 
are administered through the schools offering the edu- 
cation, but not all schools participate, so confirm this 
with the school(s) of your choice. 

The National Merit Scholarship Program, an award program 
based on need and academic promise, is also often used as 
a guide for private industry and foundation scholarships, 
therefore, it is often a good. policy to take their test 
even if the odds are that you won*t win a National Merit 
Scholarship. Your ranking can still establish you as a 
person of real promise. 

The Manpower Development Training Act provides schooling 
and stipends for students enrollec: in a number of health 
occupations training programs. The Health Professions 
Scholarship Grant provides a maximum of $2,500 per student 
to exceptionally needy (those who could not pursue full 
time studies without this financial assistance). 

The Armed Forces and the U.S. Public Health Service have 
liberal financial assistance programs available in ex- 
change for normal enlistments, which are delayed 12 to 
2h months while your education is completed. Under certain 
conditions and for given schools, financial assistance may 
be provided for a longer period than 2^ months. 

National professional associations, voluntary health 
agencies and many national foundations, businesses and 
industries provide financial assistance for further educa- 
tion. Do not overlook company scholarships that may be 
available to you through your parents* places of employment 

State sources include scholarship and loan programs for 
which the state appropriates funds. State departments of 
education and school counselors maintain lists of these 
programs. State professional associations and state foun- 
dations, businesses and industries are also good sources. 
Voluntary health organizations (heart, cancer, tuberculosis 
etc.), health improvement associations, and hospital and 
health professional association auxiliaries usually offer 



scholarship aid for health careers education as one of 
their major activities. 

Local sources are many and varied. Your school counselor 
health careers chairmen of the county medical society, * 
dental society, hospital, pharmaceutical and other auxil . 
larles are the best sources for information. 

The Kentucky Medical Association, 3532 Ephraim McDowell 
Drive Louisville, Kentucky H0205, offers a substantial 
Rural Kentucky Medical Scholarship* for students who 
agree to practice in a rural area of Kentucky. Kentucky 
Dental Assoczation, 19^0 Princeton Drive, Louisville 
Kentucky il0205, has a similar scholarship for dentistry 
students. ^ 

The best sources for xnformation on financial assistance 
are the schools for the health occupations and professions. 
Both specific and general sources of financial assistance 
are available through the school of your choice. Discuss 
your needs with the school's student financial advisor or 
student counselor. 

Before applying you should be reasonably certain that you 
will meet the entrance requirements for education in the 
health career of your choice. Applying for financial 
assistance with a particular school usually means that vou 
have at least received provisional acceptance for 
enrollment. 

EXPLORE EARLY. Juniors in high school can profit from 
early investigation of possible scholarships. Timing is 
important. Knowing when and how tc apply is as Important 
as Identifying sources,. Learn when agencies you are seeklne 
help from will accept applications- and then get your ^ 
complete application on file early in that period. 

Your general application letter should be brief, but 
should state fully and unequivocally your needs, career 
goals, and all present resources for partially financinR 
your education. Your school counselor, school advisor 
bank officer, or members of the health professions will 
be happy to assist you. 

Lastly, take your Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) and 
American College Test (ACT) in your Junior year; this gives 
you a second chance in your senior year for raising you 
scores. The highest score you obtain is sent to the 
Institutions you specify, and scores are often required 
as part of scholarship and grant applications.

THE CAREER AVMIHI STUATIVE - Administrative Medical Assis- 

tants are trained in the basic secretarial skills 
which include the use of the typewriter, transcribing equipment, 
office duplicating machines plus working with the accounting aspect 
of medical office practice. Receptionist, insurance "expert", 
accountant, housekeeper, and secretary all describe the functions 
of the Administrative Medical Assistant. Medical Secretaries may 
also fit into this career title. 

CLINICAL - Clinical Medical Assistants function 
primarily in the physician's office as an assistant to him in 
patient examinations and other clinical tasks. While being 
trained with secretarial skills, the Clinical Medical Ass'.stant 
also receives training to enable her to perform simple office 
laboratory procedures as well as prepare and care for the medical 
instruments and equipment. Although she is not a nurse or medical 
technologist, she is trained to carry on some of the most simple 
functions of these two professions. 



EDUCATION Recommended education for Administrative Medical 

Assistants is two years of college on the 
Associate of Arts level or a twelve to eighteen month course in a 
business college. 

Recommended education for Clinical Medical 
Assistants is two years of study for an Associate degree in the 
community college system. 



LICENSURE OR While licensure is not required for the Adminis- 

REGISTRATION trative or Clinical Medical Assistant, it is 

becoming more and more looked upon as a measure 
of ability. Both may demonstrate their professional competence 
by passing the certification examination given annually by the 
American Association of Medical Assistants.

The therapist utilizes academic courses, business 
equipment and methods, and group discussions, all of which are 
designed to Improve the patient's mental and physical condition, 
and to aid him In his recovery. 

Recreation Therapy - A career that works 
towards restoring patients to a more normal 
life. A recreational therapist plans and directs recreational 
activities that are particularly useful to their patients either 
to help In recovery from Illness or In coping with a temporary or 
permanent disability.
